united in their mistrust of Pak and 
opposition to any prolongation of 
military rule. They are willing to 
see the talks break down, believing 
the junta will be unable to main- 
tain effective government and will 
sooner or later crumble. 

c. Ambassador Berger says he 
is "pessimistic that matters can be 
worked out without a Korean explosion 
at some stage."
